I have carried cut additional tests to illustrate the 
criticality of the claimed parameters of the poliishing tape of 
the preeent invention* 

Polishing tapes were prepared according to the procedures 
set forth in application Serial No, 09/806 0S2» The 
comparative polishing tapes prepared in the comparative 
examples shown below were prepared by the same laethod as the 
inventive polishing tapes in the examples shown below except 
that the comparative polishing tapes had a paraiaeter that was 
outside the scope of the present invention- The results are 
in the tables blow. 
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DISCUSSION Or RESULTS 

Ks can fae s««n from Tables 1 and 2 above, the pQli5*hing 
rapes of Comparative Sxample \^ which had a pile fiber 
fineness gredter than the clairaeci upper limit of Claitr. 1, 
Cox^parative Example 2^ which had a pile height less than the 
vl^Alm&d. lower limit of Claim 1, Comparative Example 3, which 
had a pile height greater than uh* claimed upper limit of 
Claim 1, Comparative Example 4, which had a pile densiry less 
than the claimed lower limit of Claim 1, and Comparative 
Example !:>, which had a pile density greater rhan the claimed 
upper limic of Claim 1, were all inferior to the polishing 
tapes of Examples 1-6, which correspond to currently presented 
Claim i. 

Table 3 compares polishing tapes according to Claim 2 in 
Examples 1*4 with comparative polishing tapes of Comparative 
Example 1, which had a weft fiber fineness greater than the 
upper limit of Claim 2, Con^arative Exai^ple 2, which had a 
cover factor lesrs than the lower limit of Claim 2, and 
Comparative Example 3, which had a cover factor greater than 
rhe upper limit of Claim 2. As can be seen by the results in 
Tabie 3r the polishing tapes corresponding to Claim 2, clearly 
were superior to the comparative polishing tapes.
